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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant filed this after final amendment prior 
to the interview on 09/16/2008. During the interview, the applicant's attorney (Thomas Presson) indicated that they will amend the claims 
and file an RCE. 

The arguments discussed in the interview and after final arguments was the shifting of the entire menu screen (Page 12 and 13). 

In response the argument, Florin discloses scrolling child screen in the center position by shifting the entire menu screen or displaying 
twelve of the nearest channels of the selected child screen based on the selection of the child screen (Figures 33-35, 380, Column 20, lines 
20-67, Column 21, lines 1-17). 

The applicant's attorney will file new limitations clarifying the shift of the entire menu screen in reference to all the child screens. 
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
